England's First S c ie n tist. 
The first great English scientist was 
Roger Bacon, who died in 32,74. 
The 
exact date of his birth is unknown, but 
it Is believed that this year marks the 
seven humiyqdtk anniversary 
He was 
persecuted and condemned and much 
of his work destroyed, so that the ex­ 
tent of his discoveries cannot bo defi­ 
nitely known. 
It is certain that he 
was centuries ahead of his ignorant 
and credulous times in chemistry, me­ 
chanics and mathematics. 
Branded as 
a magician, he was thrown into prison. 
From 1277 until a short time before 
his death Bacon was immured in a 
filthy cell. He is said to have invented 
the camera obscura. the air pump and 
the diving bell, and lie was acquainted 
with the uses of optical lenses and the 
nature of gunpowder, although the pro­ 
jectile power of gunpowder appears not 
to have been discovered until the fol­ 
lowing century. It is said that during 
a war Bacon set fire to the chief build­ 
ings in a towu by using burning lenses.

Roger Baqdn,- who died in 1294. The 
exact dateSof his birth is unknown, but 
It is believes ^at- this year marts' ths« 
seven hrmdredtl^anniyersary. ^He^was; 
p'ersecnMfftndlcondemned' and much; 
rf his jyorfc Destroyed, so that the es- 
lent of htei discoveries cannot be defi- 
nitely known.' It is: certain that he 
was centuries ahead of his ignorant 
and credulous times In chemistry, me- 
chanics and, mathematics. Branded as 
a magician, he was thrown Into prison. 
From IZITInnttl a short time before 
Ills death Bacon was immured in a 
filthy cell. .He is said to have invented 
the camera obscura, the air pump and 
the diving bell, and he was acquainted 
with the nses of optical lenses and the 
nature of gunpowder, although the pro-•; 
jectile power of gunpowder appears not' 
to have been discovered until the fol- j 
lowing century. It Is said that during 
a war Bacon set fire to the chief build- 
ings In a town by nsing burning lenses.

to the cotton planters. "Girard" of 
the Philadelphia "Public Ledger1' 
thus pungently comments <,n the pro- 
ceeding: 


"Does it square with rigid morals 


and sound 
economies tu do this 


thing: Lend a man $10 so that he 
will temporarily stop robbing some- 
body else? Is that a good way to 
prevent theft? Is it a cheap way? 


"Well, out in Arkansas a nation- 


al bank has charged 120 per cent 
interest on a loan—$150 for the 
mere use of $100 for one year. An- 
other bank made its customer pay 
$50 and another $60 for the use of 
$100 for a year. 


"In Alabama five bank?"collected 


an average of 26 per cent, and in 
Georgia 11 banks had a rate of 30 
per cent. 


"Under this pawnbroker 
system 


of banking, how would you like to be 
a cotton farmer? 
About as well, I 


fancy, as to meet a Jesse James in 
a lonely spot with your pay envelope 
in your pocket. 


"But -the queer thing to which I 


invite your attention is that these 
are Uncle Sam's banks. They are 
chartered, regulated, insuected and 
generally controlled by him. 


"Then why does he permit people 


to be robbed to the extent of 120 
per .cent interest? 


- "Bkss your soul, he has found a 
way to stop it—he is going to take 
$30,000,000 of your money and mine, 
put it in these Captain Kidd depos- 
itories, with the injunction 
that it 


must be loaned for not more than 
G per cent! And that is why I ask 
you: 'Is it right to lend a man. $10 
in order to prevent his picking your 
neighbor's pocket? 


" *Why in Sam Hill,' you inquire, 


'does the Government permit a na- 
tional bank to charge from 60 to 
120 per cent interest?' 


"I'll tell you why, if you will tell 


me why it costs the 
Government 


more to insure parcel post packages 
than is charged by regular insurance 
companies.

unique position in the tariff. A dia- 
mond represents a -very highly con- 
centrated piece of wealth, and the 
methods adopted by smugglers to 
beat Uncle Sam out of h'4 rightful 
revenue by sneaking diamonds into 
his domain without paying the duty 
have formed the basis for many a 
thrilling Sunday supplement story.
